HE Whitechapel murderer has not yet been de- 

tected, though it is not certain that he has gone be- 
yond his ninth victim. His course recalls that of Hel- 
lene Jegado, a French woman, who, before her arrest, 
succeeded in killing twenty-eight persons. Enjoyment 
of the sufferings attending their deaths seemed to be 
the only reward sought in her case. Some see in hu- 
man nature an instinctive ambition for the destruction 
of life. It certainly is painfully manifest in childhood 
toward fish, reptile, bird, and animal, and far too fre- 
quently the wish rises in the heart that life in another 
were extinct. Universal savage hate finds satisfaction 
only in the death of its foe. Human nature will bear 
much correction, and only the Holy Spirit can lift it 
sufficiently out of itself. 





ORAL sentiment controls to a remarkable degree 

in civil and social life. Anyone can easily dis- 
cern, if he will, that the hand of morality is controlling 
the world as never before.

HE Panama Canal scheme seems to have proved a 

failure, at least under the management of De Les- 
seps. Not less than $150,000,000 haye been expended on 
the work so far, and probsbly not one-half of the necessary 
work has been done. The money used has chiefly come 
from France, and 900,000 persons are among the holders 
of shares in the enterprise. Ds Lesseps has resigned, 
and if the canal is ever fixished another than himself 
must mansge the work. The grand old man is beyond 
eighty years of age, and the sorrow he has brought on 
thousands, by the profitless use of their money, must 
greatly grieve his own soul as he sits in the shadow of 
the grave. The failure of the scheme, also, may in- 
volve the overthrow of the French Republic, the stock- 
holders demanding that the government shall come to 
their rescue and go forward withthework Boulanger fos- 
ters this discontent by professing to sympathize with the 
wish of the people. This he does only asa matter of 
policy. It may prove the ladder by which he may 
climb into the throne. 





N the 4th of next March the Republican party en- 

ters into power. We hope the change in adminis- 
tration will result in the highest well-being of the Na- 
tion and in the increased glory of God. One thing we 
would, however, impress upon the party asa fact not 
wisely questioned: The temperance element drawn 
from the Prohibition party in the State of New York, 
undoubtedly elected Mr. Harrison President. This 
change of votes evidently came from the temperance 
plank appended to the Chicago platform. But for this 
plank we have no ides that Mr Harrison would have 
been the successor of Mr. Cleveland. Another fact 
should also be seriously considered: Four years ago 
the Prohibition party held the balance of power in New 
York’ State, and probably the narrow margin of Mr. 





profess them. Probably no creed of any church is the 
actual voice of more than half of its membership, and 
yet the adoption of it by the body proclaims it as the pos- 
itive faith of all. Thus the creed becomes a dishonest 
and untruthful profession. It isa shame to seek to 
bend the mind arbitrarily toward any form of belief, 


almost to a person accept the creeds of those charches 
as their own statements of faith, while, had the same 
thousand persons been brought to Christ under a Meth- 
odist or Baptist ministry, they would as uniformly have 
accepted the creeds of those churches as embodying 
their theological thought. The creed isa yoke on lib- 
erty and a bar to natural and beautiful fellowship. 
HE past year has been characterized by many great 
religious gatherings in different parts of the world, 
some of which, in interest and magnitude, have really 
been without parallel in the history of the Church. In 
July, in London, the fourth General Council of the 
Alliance of Churches, holding the Presbyterian system, 
was held. The 200 delegates came up from seventy- 
eight different denominations, representing 3,600,000 
communicants. In the same month and in the same city a 
general conference of all Protestant churches met to 
celebrate the first centenary of foreign missions. The 
delegates represented 104 different missionary organiza- 
tions, and they constituted in many ways the most remark- 
able conference the world had everseen. The Pan-Angli- 
can Synod also metin London in July. 145 bishops being 
in attendance from all psrts of the world. A world’s con- 
ference of the Young Men’s Christian Assciation was 
held in Stockholm, Sweden, in August, 410 delegates 
being in attendance. These great religious gatherings 
have exerted an influence upon the thought and action 
of the Protestant Christian world beyond anything that 
pen can describe or mind can imagine. It can not rea- 
sonably be doubted -that richest and most enduring 
fruits will come from these wise and consecrated as- 
semblages. 


y= G 1888 very special efforts were made by vari- 

ous denominational bodies looking to organic union, 

but without <he attainment of the real ambition in full. 

The Presbyterian bodies (North and South) met io joint 

session by their committees, in Louisville, in May last. 

The Northern body favored organic uzion, but the 

Southern decided in favor of the separate church, but 

inclined to co-operative work. The joint committees 

were to meet in New York, December 29th, to deter- 

mine upon a system of co-operative work. Early in the 

year a conference of committees was held between the 

United Presbyterians and the Reformed Presbyterians, 

but they deemed it impracticable to advise union. A 

conference later between the two Reformed Presbyter- 

ian churches resulted in a decision against union. A 

conference between representatives of the Dutch Re-. 
formed and German Reformed bodies sgreed to union, 

but the matter was deferred to 1890 for final action. At 
the present time the Cumberland Presbyterians, the 
Protestant Methodists, and the United Brethren are 
seeking to agree on terms of finsl union. All these ef- 
forts, whether immediately successful or not, indicate s 
general demre for union, and this very desire is a stand- 
ing and living protest against church divisions. The 
sign is hopeful, and co-operation is the direct road to 
ultimate organic union. 
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A SHORT SERMON.

“Por I reekon that the sufferings of this present time 
are not worthy to be compared with the glory that shall 
be revealed in us.’”’ Rom. 8: 18. 

St. Paul was born in the city of Tarsus probably 
about ten years after the birth of Jesus. When St. 
Stephen was stoned to death about the year of our 
Lord 34; the apostle was present and approved the 
act! I think he was about twenty five years old 
when he finished his course of study in Jerusalem. 
Soon after that he was commissioned to commence 
a crusade against the followers of Jesus. He took 
pleasure in acts of cruelty up to, the time of his con- 
version. In the very midst of his career as a per- 
secutor, he was convicted of sin, commenced pray- 
- ing, obeyed the Lord, was soundly converted, and 
without ordination or even license from man, he 
commenced preaching Jesus and the resurrection, 
and by so doing “‘he built up the faith that he once 
destroyed.’”’ He continued in the work of the min- 
istry, uninfluenced by the question of salary, till he 
was about sixty years old, at which time he was be- 
headed by Nero, the Emperor of Rome. 

No other Christian minister ever endured the per- 
secution and hunf&n suffering that fell to the lot of 
St. Paul, and yet, so far as we know, he never 
murmured, but gloried in it all. Wonderful! 
The Jews whipped him five times, giving him 
thirty-nine stripes each time. The Romans whipped 
him still more severely three times. He was once 
stoned till nearly dead. Many times was he thrust 
into prison, and three times he suffered shipwreck. 
He was in perils often among both Jews and Gen- 
tiles. After taking an invoice of his sufferings, he 
then adds, in his letter to the Romans, ‘For I 
reckon that the sufferings of this present time are 
not worthy to be compared with the glory that 
shall be revealed in us.’’ 

In what will that glory consist? No one may be 
able to give a definite and perfectly correct answer 
to this question. It may consist— 

1. In deliverance from further suffering. Paul 
had his full share, His cup of suffering had been 
filled to the overflowing. To him there would be 
“glory” in deliverance from the suffering of earth. 
It would be “‘a weight of glory.”’ 

2. It may consist in part in deliverance from 
toil. Paul believed more in hard work than in fine 
speech, and he reduced his faith to practice. There 
were times when he must have been a very tired 
man. He did not attempt to go to heaven ‘‘on 
flowery beds of ease.’”’ Ifa man at the present 
day should labor and suffer as Paul did, he would 
be regarded by many as a “‘crank,’’ and would 
hardly be welcomed to the pulpit of an aristocratic 
ehurch. Fine clothes, superficial education, and 
influence of wealthy friends, have put many a fine 
minister behind a black walnut, pulpit. 

8. The glory may consist in part in knowledge. 
‘*What we know not now we shall know hereafter.’’ 
St. Paul was a ripe, earthly scholar, but, when he 
left the world, he entered a more perfect school, and 
has learned many things that he could not have 
learned here. He had the glory of knowledge as a 
part. of the reward of a life of well-doing and o! 
great suffering. 

4. Pure and elevated society will constitute a 
part of the glory of which Paul spoke. The apostle 
had suffered on account of the influence of bad 
men. In the future he was to be where ‘‘the 
wicked would cease from troubling and the weary 
be at rest.’? The change of society would be great 
glory to him. He looked forward to that day with 
feelings of deep interest, and when the time of his 
departure came, he could say from the fullness o1 
his heart, ‘Iam now ready to be offered.” He 
felt that there was an “eternal weight of glory’’ re- 
served for him, and that all his past sufferings 
would be as nothing. 

5. The apostle would have the glory of posses- 
sions. He was poor while on earth as to this 
world’s goods. In heaven he expected to be rich. 
He would wear ‘‘a robe of righteousnesy,’’ have a 
crown of life upon. his head, “‘palms of victory’’ in 
his hands, and a mansion all fitted for his abode. 
What a wonderful change! Men struggle hard to 
secure worldly glory, that is of short duration and 
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who, like Paul, strive to obtain that glory that will 
endure when sun and moon shall be blown out, the 
earth be rolled together as a scroll, and the elements 
melt with fervent heat! Suffering on earth is 
nothing compared with ‘‘the glory that is to be re- 
vealed.’’ 

To all who have been cross-bearing, self-denying, 
and faithful, it will be said in the final day, ‘‘Come, 
ye blessed c* ... Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of the world.’’

OREEDS--THEIR ORIGIN, MISOHIEF, AND 
DESTINY.--No. 2.

THEIR MISCHIEF, 


Again, John Calvin was a strong right arm, 
wielding a mighty club in the great army of Prot- 
estantism. His were sledge-hammer blows against 
the presumption of pope and priest. He was emi- 
nently and pre-eminently a theological pugilist, 
and his merciless blows made the Vatican tremble. 
But the introduction of his cudgel was not for the 
purpose of opposing the creeds of the fourth cent- 
ury, but rather to beat back the tide of popish pre- 
sumption, and to establish the doctrine of ‘‘election 
and reprobation.’”’ 

In the light of history it may be safely averred 
that Luther, Calvin, Zwingli, and all other leaders 
who joined in the Protestant crusade against the 
“red dragon’’ of Revelation, gave little attention 
to the work of reconstructing the Nicene, Constanti- 
nople, and Athanasian creeds, much less did they 
ignore them as the beginning of all that was cruel, 
and as alien to the religion of love as death is alien 
to life. 

No one acquainted with ecclesiastical history but 
knows that these several human creeds led the 
Church away, step by step, from apostolic simplic- 
ity into a wilderness of metaphysical speculation, 
much of which no sane man ever did believe or 
ean believe. The heart’s faith of love, which 
‘tworks no ill to its neighbor,’’ was substituted by 
the head’s faith of ‘‘endless disputation.’’ Creeds 
are of the head’s thinking, as everybody knows, 
while religion is of the heart’s loving, as is witness- 
ed by all who “‘have tasted of the good Word oi 
God, and of the powers of the world to come.”’ 

Once again, John Wesley, one of the grandest 
men of the ages, was not set to correct the theolog- 
ical errors which Protestantism had assumed, with- 
out investigation, but he seems to have been di- 
vinely appointed to the task of infusing a new 
spiritual life into the dead forms of religion. Be- 
side, that dear, godly man was born one hundred 
and fifty years ago, since which time the world has 
made more progress in the discovery of truth than 
in all previous time. Shall he whose special mis- 
sion it was to take the Church up out of the lap of 
spiritual death and breathe into it a new life—shall 
he, without special effort, give to the Church and 
the world a system of theology so absolutely per- 
fect that it forever bars criticism? 

While scholarly men are left, free as the air, to 
ascend the skies and walk among the stars, call 
their names, count their numbers, measure their 
distances, determine their magnitude, and the fear- 
ful rapidity of their motions, that they may thus 
learn more and more of the marvelous wisdom and 
power of their infinite Creator, shall theologians 
be tied fast to the cradle of antiquity, or else be stig- 
matized with the.cry of ‘‘heresy?’’ While men of 
letters are, without let or hindrance, plunging into 
the bowels of the earth that they may know more 
and more of God’s handiwork in preparing the 
world for man and man for the world, and while 
chemistry is leading the world’s progressive 
thought onward and upward to new fountains of 
knowledge, touching the unity of the universe and 
the consequent unity of God—we repeat, shall the 
wide field of astronomy be absolutely free for the 
great thinkers of the world to ascend the skies that 
they may learn to tell the story of the stars, which 
is but an endless tale of wisdom, power, glory, and 
God? shall the broad field of geology and chemis- 
try continue to invite free investigation, that men 
of head and heart may track the footsteps of infi- 
nite energy, and thus learn the absolute oneness 
and love of the great Father, who, with ages of 


unsatisfying in its nature; but how few there are’ painstaking, has fitted up an earthly home for the 
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coming of man? While progress is the inspiring 
watchword in every branch of business, discovery, 


and learning, must creeds and confessions of olden - 


times stay the mind in its onward march after 
higher, deeper, and broader truth in the wider 
field of thelogy and religion? Shall the rumbling 
of God’s mighty chariot wheels, which mark his 
everlasting going, be forever hushed by the clatter 
of an army of priests, whose dogmatism is only 
equaled by their superstition? 

The sublime men of the Reformation did a su- 
perlatively grand work in successfully rolling back 
the thunders of the Vatican, which for hundreds 
of years had kept the Church under the vilest 
slavery the world ever saw. And had their suc- 
cessors taken up the work so well and faithfully 
begun, and with the same courage of honest-con- 
viction, proceeded to rid the Church of a creed 
statement of theology, born of wicked contro- 
versy during the fourth century, and maintained 
by cruel persecution for more than six hundred 
years—had they continued the well-begun warfare 
until the Church had been carried back to the sim- 
plicity of its Founder, then they had given a mighty 
impetus to the acquisition of religious knowledge, 
and they had forever barred the incoming of the 
present tide of infidelity which now sweeps like a 
hurricane over Europe and America. 

Nor will the Church be able to stop the tempest 
of skepticism as long as it attempts to carry the 
intolerable load heaped upon it by the creeds of 
olden times. Until we cease our efforts to defend 
those antiquated and superannuated dogmas, hon- 
est doubt, skepticism, and downright infidelity 
will continue to increase with the growth of our 
increased intelligence. The conflict between rea- 
son and an irrational interpretation of the Bible is 
absolutely irrepressible. 

Having studied, somewhat, the infidelity of Ger- 
many, England, France, and the Ingersollism or 
agnosticism, which is the craze of America, it 
seems to us that their unanswerable arguments are 
not against Christ and his Gospel ‘‘of on earth 
peace, good will to men,’’ but they are successfully 
aimed at the unreasonable interpretation which 
men of long ago put upon the Scriptures. Nor 
will all the Gladstones of Europe and the Fields 
and Talmages of America be able to stop the racket 
of skepticism, as long as they attempt to meet 
those champions on the planes of a theology which 
the world has greatly outgrown. The flourishing 
of these intellectual swords, however, over an an- 
tiquated theology, has but precious little to do with 
Christ’s religion of love, only so far as ‘‘God makes 
the wrath of man to praise him.’’ Nor will the 
skepticism of the age, nor yet a superannuated in- 
terpretation of the Bible greatly disturb the peace 
of those who have God enthroned in the heart. 
These depths of a Father’s love feel not the chill of 
these surface blasts.

As the HERALD’gcontinual presentation of the 
temperance problem seems to apologize for if not 
favor the high license method as a progressive 
measure for doing away with the liquor course, you 


‘will excuse me for taking issue on this point, not 


for the sake of discussion, but for truth’s sake, 

The HERALD says: ‘‘In consenting to a license 
law our object would not be protection, but re- 
straint and final overthrow.’’. But I ask, in the 
name of Christianity, Why need you consent to a 
license law when you say, ‘*We grant that it looks 
like nourishing an evil to consent to a law which in 
any sense seems to uphold the evil?” If a man 
can vote to close a part of the saloons can he not 
vote, and just as consistently, to close up the rest, 
and by so voting not consent to their continuance? 
I say as long as a single saloon continues, to the curse 
of society, it must continue without my consent, 
yea, against my protest. But let me say, a man is not 
simply ‘‘consenting’’ to the continuance of the 
curse when he votes for high license; he is sanction- 
ing it, legalizing it, giving it protection in its con~ 
tinuance. 

And this is the position with which I take un- 
compromising issue. I hold that if the rum trafiic is 
an unmixed curse to society (which all admit) it is 
a crime against God and man to give it the sanction 
and protection of law; and I challenge a refuta- 
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tion of my position. But this is just what every 
one does who votes for a license law, high or low. 
He can not shelter himself behind the plea that he 
is consenting to its continuance; he is authorizing it 
by the official authority of his suffrage. 

To me it is simply astonishing that there can be 
found so many apparently sincere Christians who 
fail to recognize this distinction and their own re- 
sponsibility in a matter which so vitally affects the 
welfare of society and the progress ot Christianity. 
The HERALD says, ‘*We are ready to vote for local 
option, and, most of all, for absolute prohibition, 
but until such opportunity offers we shall favor, 
personally, that restriction which to our mind will 
lessen the strength of the evil we deplore.” Is it 
true the “opportunity” for voting for ‘‘absolute 
prohibition”’ has not yet offered itself, and are men 
waiting for such “‘opportunity?” Is it not true 
that the opportunity always offers itself for every 
free man to vote the honest convictions of his con- 
science? Is it necessary for him to continue to vote 
against his convictions because others do? Is it not 
rather his Christian duty to cast his vote according 
to his convictions, and by so doing help to educate 
the public sentiment to vote as he believes every 
one ought to vote, and especially concerning ques- 
tions so vital to the interests of society? 

But it is not that we do not rejoice ‘‘in the dimi- 
nution of evil,’’ but that we object to the method, 
to ‘the law under which the evil has been lessened,”’ 
which involves the legalizing of the saloons that re- 
main. We admit it is hard for us to understand 
how any Christian can justify or even excuse him- 
self for voting to continue the traffic, no matter how 
high the license may be. Wedo not object to any 
‘“‘figlike fruits,’’ but we do object most positively to 
the “‘briar bushes’’ which the law plants and nour- 
ishes—briars which yield only venomous thorns. 

It is one of the extreme absurdities of the doc- 
trine of high license, that in order to do away by 
law a festering curse we must enter into a wicked 
compromise to sanction and sustain it by law. We 
have no right before God to enter into any such 
absurd and unholy compact with the accursed 
traffic. If license is wrong it is wrong—wrong in 
principle, wrong in practice, and no amount of sub- 
terfuge or compromise can make it right. 

To compromise with wrong is itself a wrong and 
wicked, and the individual or the government that 
perpetrates such wrong must suffer the fatal conse- 
quences of such wickedness. Our fathers, conscious 
of the crime of slavery, entered into compromise 
with the traffic in human souls by incorporating its 
protection for a series of years into the National 
constitution, and all along the history of its career 
the policy of compromise was pursued in favor 
of the monster iniquity and its growing demands, 
till the whirlwind of retributive justice swept over 
us, deluging our Nation in a sea of blood—the just 
and inevitable retribution of an uncompromising 


Another National curse is upon us far more ter- 
rible and widespread than American slavery ever 
was, darkening a million American homes with its 
shadow of shame and woe and death, filling the 
land with pauperism, wretchedness, and crime, and 
annually sending a hundred thousand bodies to, 
drunkards’ graves, and their souls to the drunk- 
ard’s hell! And this monster of the pit—shame 
on us!—is the creature of Jaw! It, like slavery, has 
been sanctioned and protected by legal enactments, 
both state and National, until, under the fostering 
care of legislation, it has grown into gigantic pro- 
portions and overmastering strength. For a hun- 
dred years we have been feeding this stream of 
burning evil, legalizing and “‘regulating”’ it, sanc- 
tioning and “restricting” it, and under our “‘re- 
stricting”’ policy it has swelled from the dimensions 
of the rivulet into the rushing, mighty, irresistible 
torrent of the Niagara of corruption, crime, and 
shame, carrying everything before it, and threat- 
ening to swallow up all things human!

We are blandly and sagely dis- 
cussing the old-time policy of letting down the 
devil as easily as possible—compromise, “regula- 
tion,” “restriction” —cutting off an inch at a time 
of the tail of this devouring beast!

But what man or woman to-day, nota

Cleveland ate their Christmas dinner alone, and 
everybody did likewise. Even large family gath- 
erings were rare. I hope that that galvanic cook

**Meester Harrison’s palate’’ was kind to ‘‘Meester’’ 
Cleveland on Christmas day, but I doubt it. His 
great gastronomic mind is fixed upon the future. 
To Washington New Year is everything. On this 
blessed day the high and mighty may pay their re- 
spects, in strict order of importance, to the Presi- 
dent, after which the mob can rush in at the public 
reception. Patient, common people may even 
stand on the sidewalks and see fine gowns and uni- 
forms galore. There are women otherwise sensible, 
who have not missed the public receptions since 
Lincoln’s time. Every New Year’s day they 
spend a half dozen hours in the maddening, push- 
fng, pulling throng that packs the rooms to suffoca- 
tion. And then they go home perfectly happy, 
with ruined dresses.

That devoted Christian worker, Bro. D. L. Bart- 
lett, of Amesbury, Massachusetts, is winning gold- 
en laurels as superintendent of the Sabbath-school 
in the Christian Church at Salisbury Point, Massa- 
chusetts. 

The new church at Rye is rapidly approaching 
completion. A slate roof is now being put on. 

Rev. John A. Hainer, of Portsmouth, is thor- 
oughly wrapped up in the new church enterprise, 
as he may well afford to be. His labors in his 
present field have been one continued success from 
the start. The following description of the new 
church edifice will be of interest to the HERALD 
readers: ‘‘Mr. Henry S. Paul, architect and de- 
signer, has completed the plans for the new church 
edifice of the Court Street Christian Society, which 
will be erected on the site of the present church 
building the coming spring. The new house of 
worship which this wide-awake and thriving so- 
ciety has worked so long, so ardently, and so suc- 
cessfully for, will have an imposing exterior and 
will be an ornament to the city and a credit to the 
busy hands which have labored for its erection. It 
will be a wooden structure, two stories in height, 
with a frontage of fifty-five feet on Court Street aid 
a depth of sixty eight feet. There will be a tower 
thirteen and a half feet square at the base, having 
a height of one hundred feet. The first story will 
contain a vestry, parlor, kitchen, and library rooms, 
and will be arranged with sliding doors, so that all 
can be turned into one grand room on occasions of 
church s ciables, fairs, and festivals. The second 
story, which will be reached by two broad stair- 
ways, will contain the auditorium, organ, and re 
tiring-room for the pastor. The audience-room will 


seat about four hundred and fifty people, and 1s in-: 


tended to be fitted with church opera chairs. The 
interior finish will be substantial, plain, and neat, 
pleasing to the eye, without any attempts at tawdry 
ornamentation. Plain cathedral glass windows will 
admit the light ofday, while the electric light system 
will undoubtedly be used by night.. The church 
will be heated by two portable furnaces in the first 
story. The tower will be erected at the right hand 
corner of the church, facing Court Street. It will 
not contain a bell. The organ-room will be at the 
right hand side of the chancel. The probable cost 
of the church, with fittings, will be about $10,000.”

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A Sunday in the Life of Jesus.

DAILY READINGS.—Monday, Mark 1: 35-45. Tuesday, Matt. 
8: 1-4. Wednesday, Luke 5: 12-15. Thursday, Luke 17: 11-19. 
Friday, Matt. 15: 21-31. Saturday, Ezek. 36: 22-32. Sunday, 
Eph. 2: 1-10. 

The Sundays of Christ’s active ministry were 
few. That ministry was not much extended be- 
yond three years. In this day a ministry of three 
years at one point is a short one, and when that is 
the full period of the ministry, it is of very brief 
continuance. His Sundays were much spent as 
other days, save his habit of going into the syna- 
gogue on that day and taking active part in the 
service there. The synagogue was not a Mosaic in 
stitution. It came because of the needs of the 
peopk. There was something required locally, 
where the people could meet and engage in holy 
devotions. An important part of this service was 
reading from the holy roll. Jesus accepted the 
customs of the church locally, just as he found them. 
He was trained at Nazareth to his part and place in 
synagogue service, and at the right age was taken 
to Jerusalem, where he might celebrate the national 
festivals. 

The Sunday was a Jewish day, established as 
such by God for his chosen people. Christ fulfilled 
all Jewish institutions, but continued the sacred 
day, making his resurrection day to mark the time 
t» be specially set apart to the worship of Father 
and Son. When in the synagogue Jesus enlarged 
upon the Scriptures read, much the same as expos- 
itcry preaching to day. He necessarily declared 
the practical application of that Scripture. This 
would be his doctrine or teaching. The application 
was novel, out of the Gommon way of the scribes. 
Jesus did not speak apologetically, but with posi- 
tiveness of assertion. He did nut hide himself be- 
hind the plural we, but with emphasis declar: d, “I 
say unto you.’”’ The people were surprised at the 
daring and moved by the application. Jesus gavea 
different sense to the Scriptures from what they had 
been accustomed. He made them personal, touch- 
ing men in their carnal and irreligious practices. 

That his doctrine was divine was evidenced by 
the singular event that took place in the synagogue. 
A man was there held by an unclean démon. The 
demon became excited by the presence of Jesus.

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OHUROH AT JERUSALEM. 


I am of the opinion that there was no local or- 
ganic church at Jerusalem when Peter preached 
that sermon which, together with the wonderful 
display of the Spirit, was the means of converting 
about three thousand souls. My reasons are— 

1. "The apostles were all Galileans, that is, non-res- 
idents of the city. 

2. Judging by their names the deacons were Gen- 
tiles who had received the law of Moses and came 
to that city to keep the feast of Pentecost. 

8. If there had been an organization deacons would 
have been in it and no need of an election after some 
days of the feast. 

4. These officers were not chosen to minister at the 
communion table, but to see that certain widows had 
their daily rations. : 

5. A spirit of jealousy caused a murmuring of the 
Grecians against the Hebrews because their widows 
were neglected in the daily ministrations. That 
every occasion for complaint might be set aside the 
Hebrews seem to have encouraged the complain- 
ing party to elect deacons out of their own party. 
And they elected Helenist or Grecian men in whom 
the murmurers had confidence. 

6. The occasion for this special provision of daily 
bread was made by the change of faith. TheJerusa- 
lem Jews, on festal occasions, were generous to Jews 
who came from a distance, and doors and tables 
were freely shared. But when Peter charged them 
with the shedding of innocent blood, and their 
guests believed what Peter said, the hosts turned 
them away from their tables and homes. Thenthe 
believing hosts opened their doors and. made all 
things common for the festive week. They sold 
their property that they might make their stranger 
guests as comfortable as themselves. Nothing was 
intentionally done to make their guests feel neg- 
lected. But jealousy crept in among the converts 
in less-than a week after their wonderful conver- 
sion. And just where some of us might be tempted 
to say, “If you donotlike free board you may go,” 
the believing hosts allow seven strange men to in- 
spect their affairs and see that the widows share as 





well as their hosts. Probably the apostles were 
anxious that none of the converts should return 
home with unpleasant impressions associated with 
their faith. And as the jealousy was against their 
hosts, seven or any other number of their men would 
not have satisfied the murmurers. 

7. When the feast ended, apostles, deacons, and 
thousands of converts went their several ways into 
‘tall nations under heaven.””? What a multitude of 
missionaries, and the Gospel is preached among all 
nations in less than one generation! 

8. The word church (Acts 2: 47) “is wanting in 
the oldest manuscripts,’ and in the revised ver- 
sion. And so vanishes the proof that there was an 
organized church at Jerusalem when Peter first 
used the keys of the kingdom. Added to them— 
added to the apostles.

By long 
study and practice, he was entirely off-hand in his 
preaching. The writer, through some mishap, lost 
Rev. Wellington Stearns’ address. Am now in 
correspondence with his brother, and am every day 
expecting the address of the other. 

While the writer was thankful for the prompt 
action of the conference, while it was and is held in 
great respect by the relatives of the deceased, it was 
and is not yet fully dete: mined to have it published 
inthe HERALD. With the new and ever-increasing 
contributors to its pages, it might be too lengthy to 
prove available for its columns. The necessary de- 
lay has providentially aroused the able secretary of 
the conference to a sense of duty.

Mother and child! Perhaps no other words of 
our language are linked to so many tender emo- 
tions. While we are blessed with the companion- 
ship and unremitting love and care of a mother, 
our hearts at times swell with gratitude and love to 
her; and when our pleasure is marred by the 
thought that this companionship will be broken by 
death’s cruel hand, we seek relief from sorrow by 
banishing from our minds that thought: But, ah! 
when we sit at the bedside and witness her in the 
throes of death, who so often soothed our sorrows, 
no such relief can be found. How the recollection 
of each unkind word or act upon our part pains us 
then! We appreciate her love and her goodness 
then as we never did before. 

‘When at the church, where the casket is opened 
“for the last look,’’ we take the cold hand in ours 
and say, ‘Farewell, mother!’ we turn away feel- 
ing that an enduring shadow has come over our 
earthly pleasures.

The prohibition senti- 
ment in Missouri is very strong, and itis very 
strong in Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, Georgia, 
and North Carolina.

has ever offered to go to heathen lands as a mission- 
ary! Bro. D. F. Jones is adopted first from En- 
gland and then from the Convention of the Southern 
Christians. At the time he proposed to go Bro. 
7. A. Poste, also, was of the South. Is there not 
a man in the Northern Christian Connection who 
feels called of God to carry the Gospel to the 
heathen? Why is it, if not, we would ask, that we 
as a people, are so stirred up to the importance of 
this work? By far, more than half of the funds 
received for missions are indicated for the foreign 
field. All expenses to date are met in Japan, with 
a balance in hand there and on the way of not less 
than $800, and we have about $1,500 in the home 
treasury. We can, without much effort, raise $3,000 
a year, and this will about carry two missionaries 
and their wives, with the churches in Ichinosaki, 
Ishinomaki, Awaka, Tokio, and other out stations 
under our present native workmen, some six to 
eight in number. As the demands increase we can 
raise more money. No work before ‘the Christians 
is more popular, or is more easily supported. With 
a representative man from the Northern Church we 
think we could easily run our receipts up to $5,000 
a year, and it would do us great good to do this 
much. 

We invite correspondence with the man who 
may feel called of God to enter the foreign field. 
There is a wide open door and no richer or more 
honorable opportunity offers to any hand than that 
presented in Japan. Let us direct our prayers to 
the Lord of the harvest, for this open door should 
be ent red anew at a very early day.

ciently is applicable to the entire race. “Can the 
Ethiopian change his skin, or the leopard his spots? 
then may ye also do good that are accustomed to 
do evil.”” But from another point or angle of 
truth, man’s ability to do these very things—to 
work these wonderful changes—is not only implied 
but he is commanded to perform them. ‘Wash 
you, make you clean; put away the evil of your 
doings from before mine eyes; cease to do evil; 
learn to do well.’”’ ‘Cast away from you all your 
transgressions whereby ye. have transgressed, and 
make you a new heart and a new spirit.”” Thus by 
availing himself of the privileges and spiritual 
forces placed within his reach by the heavenly Fa- 
ther, man becomes, in a subordinate sense, a creator 
—a creator of his own character. For “‘as a man 
thinketh in his heart so is he.”” If therefore in life 
and character a man is base, or to any extent be- 
neath his present noblest possibilities, the responsi- 
bility and fault is exclusively his own; for his pres- 
ent actuality is that which his thoughts, purposes, 
and practices have made him. As man is the crea- 
tor of his own character, so is he the creator and ar- 
biter of his own destiny. 

In the principles of the divine government, as 
revealed in the Scriptures, it is the fixed order of 
things that each man shall be judged, then reward- 
ed or condemned “‘according to the deeds done in 
the body,’ so that the future life will be that, and 
nothing other than that for which each man’s life has 
qualified him. Therefore, as man is the creator of 
character, and character outlines and determines 
destiny, so each man, standing at the center of cre- 
ative possibility, creates for himself a new earth, a 
new heaven, or a new hell. In fine, differing in 
somewhat from every other creation in the universe, 
each individual is making for himself not only the 
life that now is, but also the life that is to come. 

Subjectively considered, a man’s faith or unfaith, 

his God or his no God, are the results finally of his 
own creative agency. Light, life, and truth—spirit- 
ual—have been clearly revealed in the Gospel, and 
the world is filled with speculations, theories, doe- 
trines, and creeds, and under the influence of the 
Eternal Spirit each living soul must, from the mate- 
rial thus supplied, formulate his own faith and create 
his own God. For since it is true that a man’s belief 
or faith is not and can not be a theologic utterance, 
but is rather his highest realizing apprehension of 
truth, clothed with the authority of his spirit and 
life; and as his God is not and can not be the mu- 
tilated caricature presented in theological formula, 
but is rather that highest conception of the infinite- 
ly perfect and eternal Father which he has will- 
ingly sceptered and enthroned in his heart; there- 
fore, it follows that as a man’s powers for appre- 
hending truth and conceiving of God are modified 
by temperament, education, association, and study, 
these being largely what each man wills them to be, 
and that the rays of spiritual light and truth must 
reach the inner life of man through these media 
with ever-varying results, it is clear that under the 
dispensation of grace and truth every man is the 
creator of his own faith and the maker of his own 
God. 
Reversing the order of the familiar aphorism, 
‘*‘An honest man is the noblest work of God,” an 
enemy to our Christian faith has said, ‘‘An honest 
God is the noblest work of man.” Passing with 
silent contempt the venomous skepticism intended, 
we recognize the truth, which by implication is 
also present; that is, that each man builds up, con- 
structs, creates his own God, and that the gods 
which some have created and enthroned in their 
hearts are not honest or unselfish, but arbitrary, 
implacable, and vengeful gods whom all may fear 
because of their wrath and unlimited power, but 
few if any can love. 

Great responsibilities rest upon us, and far-reach- 
ing are the consequences which attend the thoughts, 
words, and deeds of life. As in this high degree 
God has made us creators, he holds us strictly ac- 
countable for the creations of the mind, the heart, 
and the life. Building wisely we build well, and 
against us all possible antagonisms rage but in 
vain; but whether wisely or foolishly we. build, 
whether the creations of the mind and heart be in 
harmony with truth or otherwise, the results which 


follow will be in exact correspondence and perpet- 
ual in sequential continuity.

In the latter part of October it was my privilege 
to visit several of our churches in Dutchess County, 
N. Y., in the interests of our Woman’s Foreign 
Mission-work. 

At La Fayetteville I found a small but deter- 
mined band of sisters already organized and doing 
good service. One Saturday night out of each month 
these earnest sisters hold their missionary meeting. 
By making it public they bring in many young 
people, and in this way public sentiment in favor of 
foreign mission-work is developed. 

On Sunday evening, October 14th, I met for the 
first time the kind people of the Milan Christian 
Church. I found our women ready to organize with 
twenty charter-members. This was very encour- 
aging. After service on Monday evening we com- 
pleted the organization of the Milan Woman’s For- 
eign Mission Society, with Sister Maggie Hook as 
president and the other offices filled with earnest 
workers. 

On Tuesday evening, October 16th, I met Bro. Mc- 
Glauflin’s people at Schultzville, and the church 
seemed just ready to take up the work presented, 
for it seemed to require little effort to get twenty-six 
charter-members. I trust this was the result of good 
seed sown in the last conference. Sister McGlauflin 
is in charge of the society at Schultzville. 

On the following evening it was my great pleas- 
ure to address the Mission Society at Stanfordville. 
The ladies were very much pleased to have a num- 
ber of new members put their names upon the sec- 
retary’s book at the close of this service. 

On the second Sunday of December I spoke to the 
ladies of the South Westerlo Church, and reorgan- 
ized a society with twenty-five members. Miss 
Mamie Putnam is at the head of this society. In 
the evening I met a small congregation at Medusa, 
but on account of the inclement weather it was 
deemed advisable to postpone the organization. 

To our sisters in the work I am glad to say that 
I am more than pleased with the outlook. Our lit- 
tle society at Albany has recently celebrated its first 
anniversary, and we have secured about $30 in the 
first year’s work. On yesterday I received $11 


from the treasurer of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sion Society at St. Johnsville. Let all money for 
the Woman’s Foreign Mission Board of the New 
York Eastern Conference be sent to Miss Grace 
Putnam, South Westerlo, Albany County. Sisters, 
there is much to be done, and the King’s business re- 
quireth haste.

Ishinomaki is passing through its greatest trial, 
affecting seriously its financial matters and very 
trying on our brother at that point. We feel by 
patient, faithful continuance, success will come after 
awhile.
